The fruit should be mature when 
picked, but ‘not overripe. Of the two 
it is better to have the frult slightly 
wnderripe,~-as it ripens- slightly after 
picking. Fruit must bé carefully han- 
died, for; when the skin is broken, the 
décay organisms . may “enter. The 
‘fruit should not -be allowed: to ‘stand 
in the sun after picking, but “should
